Diddy with Blondie’s Debbie Harry 


A leading gay DJ and club promoter has taken his 
battle with Puff Daddy to the High Court. Diddy 
(aka Richard Dearlove) lodged a High Court 
injunction against the American rap star on 
Wednesday over the rights to the name ‘Diddy’. 

Mr Dearlove, who says he has been known as 
Diddy since he was 8 years old and claims to have used the name 
professionally since 1992 is responsible for re-mixing tracks by 
Blondie, Sugababes and Marianne Faithful amongst others. 

He has reached the number one spot in the US dance charts with his 
remix of Blondie’s ‘Atomic’. He has also had a UK hit single. 

Mr Dearlove, who promotes popular monthly club night Megawoof 
said: “when Puff Daddy changed his name to P.Diddy there was not a 
great deal I could do because the name was slightly different. 
However, he now wants to be called ‘Diddy’ and this will cause me 
untold problems as we will both be releasing CD’s and remixes at the 


same time. The confusion will kill my career.” 


GAY SEX LIKE 
PAEDOPHILIA, SWEDISH 
COURT IS TOLD 

A preacher charged with hate speech for denouncing homosexuality 
as a “cancerous tumour" during a sermon defended his views in 
Sweden’s highest court last week by saying that gay sex was an 
abnormality on a par with paedophilia. 

Ake Green, 64, delivered a fiery 
anti-gay sermon two years ago 
that triggered a legal battle test¬ 
ing the limits of Sweden’s free¬ 
dom of speech. Green told the 
Supreme Court that his sermon 
was meant to warn gays that 
their lifestyle will result in an 
“eternal divorce" from God. 

“If two men sleep with each 
other, or if two women do so, it 
is abnormal, just like paedophil¬ 
ia,” Green said in his testimony. 

Green became the first clergy¬ 
man convicted under Sweden’s 
new hate crime legislation, which was modified in 2003 to include 
attacks against homosexuals. The conviction was quashed on appeal 
by the country’s prosecution service asked the Supreme Court to 
rule on the case. 

In 2003, Green was reported as saying that gay men were more like¬ 
ly than others to rape children and animals.

FURTHER GAY HANGING ATROCITIES IN IRAN 

OUTRAGE! has reported of yet more public executions of men 
in Iran accused of “same-sex acts". According to recent reports 
in the semi-official Iranian newspaper, Kayhan, two more young 
men, aged 24 and 25 years old, were hanged in a public square 
in the northern city of Gorgon - their crime being Lavat, which 
means sex between men or sodomy. Human rights groups point 
out that Iran often paints a dark picture of people that it executes 
and makes false claims of rape, kidnapping and spying, etc, in 
order to minimise public sympathy for the victims and to discour¬ 
age public protests.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND / S POSITION 
ON GAY RIGHTS IS EVIL, SAYS 
RIGHT WING BISHOPS 

THE split in the Anglican Church over the issue of homosexuality has 
continued today with ultra-conservative church leaders condemning 
the policies of the Church of England as evil. 

The ‘Global South’, a group of ultra-right wing, anti-gay bishops led 
by the Nigerian archbishop, Dr Peter Akinola, in a letter to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rowan Williams, urge him to reconsid¬ 
er his personal views on homosexuality: “We urge you to rethink your 
personal view and embrace the Church’s consensus and to act on it, 
based as it is on the clear witness of Scripture." 

Dr Williams has, in the past, been tolerant of gay clergy and at a 
meeting of the General Synod 
this week in London, he called 
for reconciliation over the, 
issue of gay clergy. 

The bishops urge the Church 
of England to seek a “consci- | 
entious exception" to the Civil 
Partnership Act to ensure that 
there it does not “give the 
appearance of evil with regard 
to its ‘partnered’ clergy." 

A spokesman for Dr Williams 
said: “If this letter is a contri- 1 
bution to the debate to which 
the church is committed, then 
it is to be welcomed. If it is an attempt to foreclose that debate, it 
would seem to serve very little purpose indeed.” 

Earlier this month, Gene Robinson, the first openly gay Anglican 
Bishop, said that he believed that the Anglican Communion would 
eventually come to embrace gay men and women, although it is 
unlikely to be in his lifetime. 
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CHARLES CLARKE HINTS AT 
CRYSTAL METH 
RE-CLASSIFICATION 

THE Home Secretary, Charles Clarke has made the strongest hints yet 
that Crystal Meth (methylamphetamine) could be reclassified as a class-A 
drug. 

His comments follow a report from the Advisory Council on the Misuse of 
Drugs (ACMD), which examined toxicity, risk, manufacture and preva¬ 
lence of the drug and considered whether the current classification is 
appropriate. 

The ACMD did not recommend the immediate re-classification of the 

drug but voiced concern over the grow¬ 
ing use of the drug. Also known as ‘tina’, 
‘krank’ or ‘ice’, the ease of production 
and euphoric effects have ensured dra¬ 
matic escalation of the drug’s distribution 
worldwide. Crystal Meth users experi¬ 
ence a temporary sense of supreme con¬ 
fidence, alertness and have an increased 
perception of self-attractiveness. On the 
other hand it also delivers paranoia, agi¬ 
tation and violence in some individuals. 
Commenting on the report, the Home 
Secretary said: “while the ACMD did not 
recommend changing the classification of the drug, I particularly welcome 
their undertaking to consider methylamphetamine as a standing agenda 
item at their Technical Committee, and have asked the Chair of the 
ACMD, Professor Sir Michael Rawlins, to provide an update of the advice 
regarding classification in 12 months time.’’ 

He added, “Methylamphetamine is a dangerous drug that has had a 
major impact on communities in countries such as the United States. It is 
fortunate that we are in a position to take early action by introducing 
strong preventative measures to halt its use.’’ 

Earlier, in the week, Andy Hayman, the Association of Chief Police 
Officers’ spokesman on drugs told the Guardian that Crystal Meth is easy 
to produce: “we are aware that this white odourless drug can be made 
with relatively inexpensive over-the-counter ingredients.” 

It is anticipated that following a review into the drug next year, the Home 
Secretary will reclassify possession of the drug as a class-A offence. 


POLICE APPEAL TO THE 
GAY COMMUNITY 

NEARLY four months since the murder of Newton 
Thompson, an Australian tourist staying in 
Paddington, police are appealing for help to find his 
murderer. Mr Thompson, who was 61 years old, 
was found collapsed in his hotel room at the 
Comfort Inn, Craven Hill Gardens, W2 on 1st 
August and was pronounced dead at the scene. A 
port-mortem revealed the cause of death was due to heavy blows to 
the back of the head. Police believe that it’s likely that Mr Thompson 
had visited gay establishments while in the UK and are asking for 
anyone who may have seen him to come forward to help piece 
together his movements prior to his death. Anyone with information

POLICE are also appealing to the gay community for 
information about a 61 year old gay man missing 
since the middle of October. Alexandre Madeira 
Marques, known as Alex, is originally from Portugal 
but has lived in London for many years. He was last 
seen at his bedsit in Clanricarde Gardens in Notting 
Hill on Sunday 16th October. Alex is a single man, 
approx 5ft 8’’ tall with short brown hair, thin build and of 
Mediterranean appearance. He works as a waiter at the ARTS club 
in Mayfair, where he’s known for being reliable and punctual. Police 
say that Alex’s disappearance is totally out of character. Anyone with 
any information should call the police on 020 7321 9528 or speak 
anonymously to Crimestoppers on 0800 555 1111 or Galop on 020

“ALTHOUGH we support the role and value of police LGBT Liaison 
Officers," says Sergeant Richard Hendron, Met Coordinator 
for the Gay Police Association, “we do have concerns over how 
they are used and over the constraints imposed upon them." 

There are more than 140 LGBT Liaison Officers (LOs) in post across 
over 30 London boroughs - including the City of London - plus some 
centralised posts covering things like the Royal Parks. Nearly all are 
local appointments - the decision as to whether an LO is required, 
whether they are full or part-time and how many there are on each 
borough resting with the local commander. Only one LO currently 


operates full-time - in Lambeth. Everyone else does the role parallel 
with, or somehow in addition to, their normal duties. All are at least 
nominally co-ordinated centrally from Scotland Yard. 

Continues Hendron: “The Met’s Diversity Directorate’s generic job 
description for what LOs should do is only a guide, there being noth¬ 
ing forcing boroughs to follow this description - and many don’t. This 
in effect can mean that different LOs on different boroughs carry out 
very different roles, some being more valuable then others. Many are 
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impeded by their managers and work¬ 
load, making it difficult for them to find 
the time to carry out liaison work, or 
release them to attend events." 

Hendron is adamant that - deployed and 
supervised correctly - LOs could make a ( 
positive and powerful contribution, and 
thinks existing officers should be praised 
for the hard work and dedication they 
show - when given the opportunity to 
carry out queer activity. However, he 
also insists that - for some boroughs - 
LOs are just a box-ticking exercise, with 
designated officers constantly refused 
.leave to attend events or given time to 
Mdo LGBT-related work. His other specif¬ 
ic criticisms include LOs being widely 
under-used in the investigation of homo- 
phobic crime; inadequate central co-ordi¬ 
nation; and the current lack of an LO at 
kthe Transport Operational Command 
"Unit to deal with things like bus and taxi 
crime. 

“We used to have a pair of male and 
female LGBT LOs here," reminisces 
Bar Phoenix manager Al in 
Lewisham. “They were fab - running 
regular surgeries where people even 
came forward and helped solve crimes." 

However, Al claims she has hardly 
encountered any official police LGBT liai¬ 
son since March, despite there having 
been at least half a dozen gay-related 
incidents locally in recent months, includ¬ 
ing a killing in Catford. One of Al’s bar¬ 
men has just been attacked and she says 
local feelings run high: “Though I’m try¬ 
ing to keep a lid on things, I fear some people 
might consider taking matters into their own 
hands. At the end of the day, people either 
seek protection or they protect themselves. 

We need to know what’s going on and what’s 
being done." 

Meanwhile, nearby in Lambeth, Ego @ 
Southern Pride manager Jay seems delighted 
with his borough’s uniquely full-time LGBT LO, 
Graham Alldus: “I’ve met Graham on a number of 
occasions, both when I have requested a visit and also 
when he has just popped in to see how things are. 
Whenever there has been a gay-related attack or mur¬ 
der in London I have been contacted and kept up to 
date with information. That said, I’m not sure all gay 
attacks are easily prevented by police 
liaison. I fear some gay people will still go 
to dangerous areas, even when they 
know of risks." 

“Police liaison with the LGBT community 
is patchy and irregular," contends veter¬ 
an queer rights campaigner Peter 
Tatchell, not least in relation to the 
vicious murder of 24-year old Jody 
Dobrowski following a queer-bashing 
attack mid-October on the southern 
fringe of Clapham Common, in 
Wandsworth. “Information about previ¬ 
ous savage attacks on the Common was 
not well communicated to the wider 
LGBT community. I cannot remember 
any police warnings being publicised in 
pink press." 

Despite two men being remanded in cus¬ 
tody to appear at the Old Bailey on mur¬ 
der charges in January; police patrols at 
other sites like Hampstead Heath being 
stepped up; and a Wandsworth LGBT 


Network subsequently - and quite co¬ 
incidentally - being launched, Tatchell is 
still unhappy, siding with Hendron that 
more rigorous and resourced communi¬ 
ty liaison could better assist, not just 
jWith preventative warnings but also B 
with actual investigations. 

“Jody was bashed at around midnight 
on a Friday," he continues. “Soon after¬ 
wards, the police found his body. But 
no police statement about the murder 
was publicly released until the Saturday 
night, after most news deadlines. There 
was no police press conference until 
4pm on the Sunday. Three days after 
the killing there was still no appeal for 
witnesses on the Met’s website and no 
yellow incident boards placed near the 
murder scene at Clapham Common. 
The police response could have been a 
bit quicker. As the police themselves 
always say, getting witness statements 
in the first 24 hours after a murder is 
often crucial." 

“The system doesn’t currently work," 
concurs Samantha Goldberg, LGBT 
Community Liaison Coordinator of 
queer crime support and reporting 
group Galop, which had, itself, tipped 
off police about serious attacks report¬ 
ed to them by cruisers on Clapham 
Common just weeks before Jody’s 
death. She also echoes Hendron: “It 
becomes the decision of the local bor¬ 
ough Commander as to whether there 
actually is a local LGBT LO and - 
if so - how much time and 
resource they get to do their job. 
This leads to a lack of consisten¬ 
cy of service and can place real 
restraints on the officers who are 
trying to do their normal day 
job and also commit their 
time to this important role.” 
“The Met’s policy of hav- 
ing an LGBT LO in 
every borough is 
both excellent and 
entirely neces¬ 
sary," she con¬ 
cedes - again in 
Hendron’s steps. 
Many of the LOs work¬ 
ing in London at the 
moment are doing a brilliant 
job and work tirelessly in diffi¬ 
cult conditions to try and ensure the 
LGBT communities are aware of who 
they are and what they do; and that the 
Met is trying to build bridges that histor¬ 
ical poor treatment of the communities 
have burnt down." 

“There remains much suspicion of the 
police amongst the LGBT communi¬ 
ties," Goldberg concludes. “But LGBT 
LOs have been one of many factors 
that have helped in gaining trust. The 
relationship between the LGBT com¬ 
munities and the police is certainly 
improving but there is still a long way 
to go." 



PC GRAHAM ALLDUS 

LGBT Liaison Officer, Lambeth 
PC Graham Alldus became the Met’s first full-time 
LGBT LO back in May. He explains his 
Lambeth role. 

A couple of times a week I study 
our computer system which docu¬ 
ments any LGBT-related crimes. 

There are normally about 4-5 
logged each week in Lambeth 
alone, reported through a variety 
of channels. Although not normally 
part of the investigating teams, I 
absorb all this information as 
background and contact the vic¬ 
tims, offering support. 

A lot of my time is also spent visit¬ 
ing the dozens of LGBT venues in Lambeth - not least in 
Vauxhall and Clapham - and liaising with the council and 
other service providers. I also go on patrols, out on the 
street, since visibility is so important to helping build trust 
and giving peace-of-mind. This sometimes includes plain¬ 
clothes policing of cruising grounds - and not just in 
Lambeth - where I clearly yet discretely identify myself to 
cruisers. Again: useful for building trust and gathering 
information. 

Other activity includes drugs-awareness campaigns, 
working with THT; liaising with local groups like the 
Vauxhall Gay Business Forum and the Lambeth LGBT 
Forum; going into schools to give talks; and, basically, 
just being readily available for any LGBT person who 
wants to speak with me. 

In an ideal world there wouldn’t be any need for a Liaison 
Officer like myself. But in the real world, every borough 
needs - and to varying levels has - a point of contact 
through posts like mine. Not all boroughs would warrant 
a full-time post, but it’s possible other areas serving large 
gay communities will follow Lambeth’s suit. And it’s also 
two-way: we are here - ready and waiting - to be 
approached by YOU.

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TIME GENTLEMEN, PLEASE 


This Saturday, Heaven 
celebrates its birthday 
with its new extended 
opening hours serving 
booze until 6am, whilst 
bars across London will 
now be open even later. 
Why has it taken so long 
for the government to 
modernise our draconian 
drinking laws, will we turn 
into a nation of alcoholics 
and who will benefit...? 

MATT NEWBURY reports.... 
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WE love a good moral panic on the gay 
scene. God knows we’ve lived through 
a few: getting AIDS from toilet seats, to 
the velvet mafia controlling politics and 
indeed the priesthood and, erm, more 
than our fair share of kids TV presenters 
coming out of that BBC Broom 
Cupboard. So we can handle the sex, 
drugs and house music, but it’s been 
interesting to see how worried certain 
newspapers are about the changes in 
licensing laws. 

They allege the streets of the UK are 
now primed to be flowing blood, puke, 
urine and half-drunk pints, as bars are 
set to open for 24-hours a day! Except, 
is that really the case? Let’s look at 
things from a gay perspective. Sure, cer¬ 
tain regional towns have problems with 
the so-called blight of ‘binge drinking’ 
but a fight in a gay venue is about as rare 
as... well a gay virgin, probably. The 
problems documented on Sky pro¬ 
grammes about ‘Reps On The 
Lash’/’Teen Bingers’/’When Good 
Drinkers Go Bad’ (delete as applicable) 
aren’t that relevant. 

We are all adults, so why can’t we enjoy 
our favorite tipple at our own conve¬ 
nience? Well, time for a quick history 
lesson - no questions at the end! It’s all 
about fear really! The fear about a bac¬ 
chanalian orgy of binge-drinking that will 
drown the UK is nothing new. Let’s look 
at the thought process behind the 
changes in the law. It’s all about tackling 
individual responsibility, the responsibility 
of landlords and very much the responsi¬ 
bility of local authorities. 

Remember being taught about a guy 
called Samuel Johnson from school? 
Well, he said “there is nothing which 
has yet been contrived by man, by which 
so much happiness is produced as by a 
good tavern or inn.’’ No argument there! 
Remember another guy called Oscar 


Wilde? Well he said “drink is the curse 
of the working classes’’ and our gay 
hero pretty much got it down in one. 

The licensing law in the UK (yes those 
things you have to justify as being quaint 
to foreign visitors) came into its own dur¬ 
ing Victorian England. The belief at that 
time was that habitual drunkenness was 
the cause of poverty among the poor. 

So from the 1850s, restrictions on liquor 
and opening hours came into being. The 
(industrial) revolution wasn’t being tele¬ 
vised, but it was being censored. 

The Licensing Bill of 1908, which 
attempted to reduce the number of 
licensed premises by a third, led to riots in Hyde 
Park, but it was the current laws devised during 
the first World War, that many of us have had to 
accept as being normal for all of our social lives. 
The government feared that war production was 
being hampered by drunkenness, particularly 
among female munitions workers - a view best 
articulated by Chancellor of the Exchequer, David 
Lloyd George, who observed that Britain was 
“fighting Germans, Austrians and Drink, and as far 
as I can see the greatest of these foes is Drink’’. 
The War lead to the licensing hours many of us 
remember, although the class arguments are 
apparent in attitudes expressed through the publi¬ 
cation of the first book containing sexy scenes in 
Lady Chatterly’s Lover. Wander around Prowler or 
Clone Zone today and you can purchase literally 
anything - back then this book was only released in 
hardback when the publishers and authorities 
believed the working classes (read ‘scum!’) 
wouldn’t be able to afford it. From a class point of 
view, drinking was all about education and back¬ 
ground - a game of chess where the pawns are 
inferior to the kings and queens. 

Interestingly, the second World War changed little 
in drinking laws - pubs were closed in the after¬ 
noon, while Sunday afternoons were reserved for 
prayer meetings and ‘family time’ (remember reli¬ 
gious groups got particularly pious when this 
changed). On the gay scene, this lead to the intro¬ 
duction of tea dances. In parallel to prohibition in 


the States, it was almost definitely not just tea that was being 
served in those cups! Still, men’s drinking clubs, for the privi¬ 
leged few, thrived. 

On paper, regardless of your attitudes to drinking, the new 
government laws (promised in election manifestos) sound 
incredibly logical. Problems in the UK with drinking can 
almost certainly be linked to archaic laws. The new policy is 
aimed at avoiding the ‘last orders’ syndrome of packing sev¬ 
eral drinks in over the final hour of pub opening time, aiming 
to end the normal routine of the streets being full of people 
leaving pubs all at the same time and promoting a more ‘con¬ 
tinental’ culture on the streets. 

It’s what we have wanted in London for ages! And combined 
with pedestrianisation of areas like Soho, could put our gay 
scene in the sort of marketable situation that 
being awarded Europride next year deserves. 
Let’s face it, if you want a late night drink, you 
will find one. From the secret drinking dens of 
Soho (and former IRA hang-outs) to the 
Spanish bars around Tottenham Court Road) 
and other dens around Vauxhall and else¬ 
where, we can always get a drink. But as an 
international tourist destination - we need it to 
be ‘totally London’ (not tee-total London) as Mr 
Livingstone keeps promising! 

So, what is going to change? Well not much 
really. Actually, as Nick Dynes from 
Westminster Council explains. “There are 
3,600 licensed premises in Westminster, 
which not only includes bars, clubs and restau¬ 
rants, but take-away establishments too. 272 
have applied for extensions in the whole of 
Westminster, an area which already has sever¬ 
al venues open ‘til two, three or four in the 
morning. Anyone asking for a license ‘til mid¬ 
night on Friday and Saturday, was pretty much 
granted it, although it is obvious it was taken 
on a case by case basis. However, in a 
Statement of Licensing Policy it has been 
decided that certain areas of Westminster, 
especially residential areas, will not be granted 
extensions as the council believe they are 
already at saturation level.’’ 

What this in effect means is that you may notice 
the odd hour here and there being grant¬ 
ed, but Soho isn’t going to see any 24- 
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hour pleasure palaces springing up, to 
put our 9-5 jobs in jeopardy. Westminster 
has also been critical of the licensing 
changes because of the timescale and 
processing. This is certainly a problem 
being faced by The Edge in Soho 
Square who still haven’t received a final 
decision just a week away from the law 
changes coming into effect. 

“We’ve applied to extend our opening by 
an hour to 2am during the week, and by 
two hours to 3am on weekends, but 
there is a large backlog and we have yet 
to receive a decision,’’ says Adrian 
Eleftheriou, one of the guvnors at The 
Edge. “However, we are in what is 
known as a Central Activity Zone (CAZ) 
as with all city centres, and the Police as 
well as the Council are putting blanket 
bans on venues opening really late. At 
the moment, no one is going to see a 
real difference when the laws come into 
effect. There’s too much hype at the 
moment, but if things tick along and 
there are no problems, then eventually 
we may see a noticeable difference in 
the hours pubs can open.’’ 

Some venues have already seen their 
licenses extensions refused, like The 
Candy Bar, which is then leading to 
even more costly appeals. “I’m not at all 
happy," Kim Lucas, the owner of the 
venue told us. “It has already cost money 
to apply for the new license, while every 
day after 24th November, I am now los¬ 


ing money, especially as other venues 
have got 3am licenses." 

Some venue’s hours are also being 
reduced not extended during license 
renewal, as the Black Cap discovered. 
“We had a license at the Cap ‘til 3am six 
nights a week, although we never really 
used it during the week," Jimmy Smith 
explains. “We can now only open ‘til 
2am during the week and three on 
weekends. The Black Cap now has an 
extra hour on weekends, although we 
didn’t get any extension at Rupert Street 
and we are definitely going to appeal 
that decision." 

“Obviously, we are happy about being 
able to set licensing hours, rather than 
the magistrates” Nick Dynes from 
Lambeth Council explains, “although 
there are currently appeals by many of 
the chain pubs. The magistrates will then 
make a decision, which will be the real 
test, as this would be returning the pow¬ 
ers to them. The fact of the matter is that 
most bars and clubs don’t want 24-hour 
licensing. It’s too expensive." 

There have been some winners howev¬ 
er, with Heaven nightclub being granted 
a 6am alcohol license. “I think it’s mainly 
due to the fact that Heaven is located in 
the Central Activities Zone but not in the 
West End Stress area - unlike many 
other clubs," explains Gavin Nicholls, the 
Marketing and Promotions Manager at 
the venue. “Heaven is also not located in

a Residential Area. We are naturally very pleased to have 
been granted an extension of hours and it will be interesting 
to see how our customers react to it. Quite how this will 
change the nights here will depend on how the customers 
adapt to the changes. It is very exciting! 

77 venues applied to go 24-hours in the Westminster area 
alone, but only seven were granted (1 cinema and six hotels), 
so we are not even going to be able to buy late-night drinks 
from off-licenses in the West End area. It seems it will mostly 
be local bars in greater London that will benefit most from the 
changes in the law. The table that accompanies this feature 
reflects this. 

None of the government’s strategies are being met, with 
many venues still shutting simultaneously, leading to people 
still binging at drinking-up times and leaving premises in large 
groups. It is good that powers are now with the Police and 
local authorities, who in turn are listening to the opinions and 
concerns of local residents, but what about us and our civil 
liberties?

GAY.COM is a huge US-based site that has been making bigger inroads into the 
European market since they recently dropped their membership charges. The whole 
site has just had a facelift and is often more recognised as a lifestyle site that contains 
within its services a cruising/personals facility. On Monday evening we noticed there 
were 6,067,863 profiles to view and of these, 21,007 were online at that time. 
GAY.COM’s marketing towards the London online cruise community is relatively new 
and they have approached this by sponsoring club events like Action and gay football 
team Stonewall FC in order to create an online image for this section of their site. 
Despite the number of profiles, finding the right one is easy. A search engine is embed¬ 
ded into the page allowing you to choose various search strings, which are then cross- 
referenced with the available profiles. Setting up your profile is straight forward and the 
site allows both adult and general images to be uploaded. Like other sites, you need to 
fill in personal information including likes and dislikes and what you are looking for. This 
makes searches easier. Joining GAY.COM is free, but this comes with limitations. If 
you want to use their video chat, view private photos or access other specific areas of 
the site you will need a Premium membership. At the moment they have a special pro¬ 
motional offer where they will upgrade you for free. 

GAY.COM, by far, has the most to offer in extras. Users are quite free to check out 
GAY.COM’s ‘channels’ that are links to current news, gossip, what’s hot on TV and 
the cinema plus features on Travel, Business and Style. They also have an extensive 
Shopping feature that is more a portal to a wealth of online shopping. Click under 
Mobile and enter the world of wallpaper and ring tones all with a gay flavour. They also 
offer a service called ‘mobile match’. Once you set up your accounts, you can start to 
send and receive messages to and from your mobile using SMS. This has huge poten¬ 
tial especially with the ability to send images and video over SMS. You will even be sent 
a list of profiles, once you join, that match your search criteria! 



WHEN joining a contact/cruise/personals website 
there are a few things that you need to consider. 
The obvious is how much? After all, if you are look¬ 
ing for cock you don’t want it to cost you an arm and 
a leg. Most sites offer free membership, and while 
some are generous with what they give away, others 
are tighter then a virgin’s love pucker until you 
cough up the pink pounds to upgrade. 

The size of the website database is also of consider¬ 
ation. No one wants to belong to a site without 
members, and there is some truth in the idea that 
the bigger the ocean, the greater the number of fish 
swimming in it. Remember though, joining a website 
based on numbers is more like drift netting. You 
might get what you want but also a lot more of what 
you don’t, and no one likes to sort through the 


GAYDAR claim at the start of their site tour to be “simply the biggest gay dating web¬ 
site in the world’’. This claim was backed up by finding on a Monday night 36,368 peo¬ 
ple cruising the Gaydar site worldwide with 15,512 of those people online in the United 
Kingdom alone. Over one third of those we found in London and 20% of those in 
‘Central’ London. It would seem Monday night in London is a very horny time! 

Signing up is easy and free and, once joined, the site allows you to create your own 
profile (viewed by others as a thumbnail and when clicked opens to a full profile) where 
you can let guys know as little or as much about you as you like. There are also chat 
rooms divided up into locality although these are not as busy as the main online profiles 
section. 

Search engines help you to find other members by name, area, interest or even star 
sign and once you have found the guys you want, you can add them to your ‘Friends & 
Favourites’, which will alert you when they are online. ‘Instant Messages’ (the back¬ 
bone of the site) allow you to send and receive messages plus pictures to and from 
guys immediately. 


giblets to get to the fillets! Size isn’t everything - as 
the old adage goes, its what you do with it that 
counts! 

With the increase in contact websites offering free 
basic membership, the ‘extras’ they offer us have 
become a major importance. Does it have chat 
rooms, instant messaging, pictures (general and x-rated), video streaming and chat, profile 
verification, hot lists, global members, shopping, travel, like minded people and services you 
can’t get elsewhere? Well, you are about to find out as we get up close and personal with 
some of the more popular and better online contact sites. 


Gaydar also have a feature called the ‘Sex Factor’ where you can vote for and view mem¬ 
bers in different categories such as Muscle, Leather, Skins and Sports Gear resulting in a 
monthly top ten; kind of an online beauty contest. Joining Gaydar is free, but this has limits 
such as how many profiles you can view, how many messages you can send and some of 

the features listed will not be available such as 
adding people to your favourites and friends. In 
the beginning this is fine, but you will find out 
you will run out of messages very, very quickly. 
Upgrading costs £8.00 per month, with dis¬ 
counts for joining for longer periods.

THIS website is 100% free with no need to 
upgrade. By joining you are exposed to thousands 
of profiles. Our test night, Monday, revealed an 
online population of 4,553 with over 50% of those in 
London. QXchat.com falls under the umbrella site of 
www.gayone.com. This site provides tailored con¬ 
tact websites styled around the affiliate. They target 
certain bars, clubs and groups, which would most 
likely attract like-minded people. When you click on 
qxchat.com you may join two streams: a general 
stream and a fetish stream. You can select to merge 
them both. As a result, online profiles will reflect 
your choice. My impression of this site was that peo¬ 
ple were on it for one reason, SEX. The site offered 
numerous ways of getting in touch via Instant 
Messaging, Emails, Video Chat and by Audio. 

You have complete control over your profile and 
what images you upload. The search function allows 
you to find like-minded people by area, race, key¬ 
words or check out who the new members are. 
Once you can view a member you either block them 
or mark them as a friend. Although this site is very ' 
basic and no thrills, this simplicity makes it is easy to 
use and quite intuitive. 



www.m4m4sex.com 

THIS is a US-based site and is very popular Stateside. On our test night we found 
5,766 online worldwide, with a surprisingly high 213 cruising in London. Signing up for 
this site is free, and because you live in London, upgrading to the premium membership 
is also free. Being a premium member means you can upload more photos, save more 
messages and there is not ‘time cut off for how long a new message will be held. 

This is truly a cruise site where sex is the main aim. When you log on you are asked to 
choose what you are looking for and, if not now, when. The site offers a grading system 
of profiles into A, B, C & D lists, where A is for hotties, B for sex mates, C for message 
exchange and D stands for Dumped! 

At first, the website needs some navigational skills and I finally got the hang of the email 
instant messaging system, which can be accessed in several ways. A constructive critisizm 
is that this is not the quickest way to talk to members as it relies on receiving messages. 

The chat option is instantaneous and from its window you can preview profiles and have a 
one-to-one instant chat with others. Other features include ‘Make A Date’ where you can let 
others know when you want to meet and they will ‘schedule’ themselves into your diary and 
the M4M-Mobile which is a system that allows you to receive messages on your cell phone. 
The system also includes a WAP-formatted web page which will allow you to view ads 
and respond to members from your web-enabled mobile phones. You can also create 
voice profiles where others can leave and listen to short voice messages, just to make 
sure they sound as butch as they look. In general the site clearly lives up to its aim. 
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www.bigmuscle.com 

THIS is more a profile site then a cruise site, but we 
found the quality of men to be the highest on all the 
sites viewed. This may be due to their approach to 
setting up a profile. Once you sign up you have 
complete control over your profile, but the adminis¬ 
trator will randomly check profiles so that you con¬ 
form to various standards. You must have clear face 
and body pics and no sex pics - those who do not 
conform to this will be removed. 

There are some limits for free profiles such as you 
can only upload three photos per day. You can 
upgrade your profile by giving a donation (used to 
offset the cost of this ‘free’ site) and this will remove 
the limited number of daily image uploads and add 
track marking of those who visit your site. 
Otherwise, you have complete freedom to use the 
site for viewing profiles and messaging members. 
The main form of communication is an email based 


system, which is not as instantaneous as IM. 

Messages are stored in a mailbox you access through the My Bigmuscle link. This will also 
lead to your profile preferences and a well laid out ‘hot list’ of guys that have marked ‘I like’ 
on your profile. The site claims to have 20,521 active profiles with photos but this does not 
mean they are online now. By clicking on Profile List, you can see who is online. 


www.gayromeo.com 

I was most impressed with Gayromeo.com. The site is free to join up, which gives you 
unlimited messaging and profile viewing. There are some restrictions on how long the 
system may hold messages and store settings, but Gayromeo+, which costs around £2 
a month, extends all its services beyond what you would probably use it for. 

This site allows you to upload numerous pics both X-rated and G-rated. At first, your 
profile needs to be approved by the administrator or by other members (you can 
choose which one, the latter only taking minutes with the former hours). 

Based in Germany, it is very popular in its home country and is growing across the con¬ 
tinent. For the UK I was surprised at finding 200 users online. Soon after joining I 
received over 40 messages by their instant message system, making them one of the 
friendliest sites I have come across. The system allows you to store messages and 
check out those who have visited your profile. Along with an excellent instant search 
function, the site has many extras such a growing online database of gay magazines, 
the ability to create ‘cruise cards’ using information from your own profile and the ability 
able to print them using your own printer, decorative desktop wallpapers, an online 
cruise game and a Sex Factor type of contest called the Sexy Test. 

One unique feature we found was that other members can verify who you are by stating 

they know you personally. This creates a verifi¬ 
cation system where bogus members with 
fake profiles are weeded out. The site also 
allows you to set up like-minded clubs, friends 
list and a hot list which can be viewed by other 
members.

RECON is the umbrella site for an assortment of spe¬ 
cialised affiliate websites. Catering more towards those 
with an interest in fetish we found Recon.com had nearly 
5,000 cruising their sites with 600 in London. The site 
allows profiles with both private and general pics, 
although your profile must first be approved, with each 
photo uploaded being graded by the site’s administrator. 
Although free to join we found we quickly ran out of mes¬ 
sages; they grouped profile views and message views 
together counting as one view limiting our free use of the 
site. Upgrading for a month will cost you £8.00 although 
the longer you upgrade the cheaper it becomes. Once 
you have upgraded, you have unlimited use of the site. 
Searching for members is easy and can be done by 
area, affiliate site, keyword and even by body type. A 
couple of unique features of the site include viewing the 
longest logged on profiles, the most viewed profiles and 
by those who have recently updated their profiles. The 
main form of messaging is by IM and/or email where you 
are allocated a message box where messages can be 
stored, deleted or the past correspondences can be 
viewed. The message window also shows who has 
recently checked out your profile.

THE relatively new Mand 8 .com revealed on a Monday night an online population of 
232. Like the other sites you can set up a profile for free with both private and general 
images but unlike other sites this site remains 100 % free with unlimited access to all its 
web services. 

By far Mand 8 .com had the most ways of communicating with others either by email, 
IM, video chat (very popular), by voice (like using a phone, but over an IM client) and by 
general chat rooms. Profiles show which other users have microphones and webcams 
if you prefer to cyber than arrange a meet, or just drop in for a perv. 

Members can set up friends list and networks too, where networks are mini-sites of peo¬ 
ple who feel they may have something in common. Unique to this site is the testimonials 
where members can write what other members are like. We found everything from ‘wild 
in bed’ to ‘what a nice guy’ as testimonials. 

Apart from the cruising, Mand 8 also has forums, an event calendar and links to various 
interest groups. They also have a mobile phone network called the Mand 8 express 
phone chat: a fast, real-time Voice IM platform that also allows you to connect live 121 
with other Mand 8 members over your mobile phone.

THE BIG 

Steve V reports on this year’s 
Stonewall Equality Walk... 


ON this particular trip, part of my 72 
hectic and fun-filled hours in New York 
was to do the Stonewall New York 
Equality Walk. With the opening party 
being held in the swanky Soho 
House, how Sex And The City could I 
get? 

This well planned and executed event is 
actually a fabulous way to discover 
Manhattan if you are a NYC virgin. As 
the route took you into Central Park 
then up as far as 66th St. and on to the 
Dakota Buildings where, as a memo¬ 
rial to John Lennon, a mosaic with the 
poignant word ‘Imagine’ is set into the 
sidewalk. There was celeb spotting at 
Tavern On The Green where I stopped 
for a coffee and bagel, I double 
glanced to as I caught Billy Joel 
‘Uptowning’ it. 

Then it was on to the longest part of 
the walk, straight down Broadway, the 
famous avenue that divides Manhattan 
in two. We passed the Empire State 


Building - marvelling at how tall the 
structure is - before reaching Macy’s 
(resisting the temptation to shop in the 
world’s largest department store) 
before arriving at Washington 
Square (Friends territory). 

As you enter the finance district, the 
route of the walk brings you to Ground 
Zero and the vast hole left behind by 
what was the tragedy of 9/11. A 
moment to reflect on the scene and the 
cross that has been created out of two 
steel girders that once formed part of 
the Towers. 

With the walk finishing at the famous 
Stonewall Bar in the heart of 
Greenwich Village, all the walkers were 
presented with their certificates and 
stories were exchanged. Gaydar 
Radio’s Robin Crawley had a brief chat 
with Michael Cashman 
and to quote the MEP, 



“It’s a great way to raise a lot money without being angry. 
It’s proactive. We’ve raised a lot of money this weekend 
to make sure the world doesn’t spin backwards. It’s great 
to be out with a group of people, learn about them and 
realise that we are individuals trying to live our own lives 
and that we should enjoy the rights and privileges others 
take for granted.” 

Rested and rejuvenated after the walk, our hotel, the 
Ameritania (West 54 and Broadway) was an ideal mid¬ 
town location from which we spent the rest of our trip 
shopping, dining, drinking and dancing. No trip to New 
York would be complete without seeing a show and a 
group of us managed to get tickets to The Colour 
Purple, the Oprah Winfrey produced musical based on 
the novel by Alice Walker. To say that this was a jaw-drop¬ 
ping, toe-tapping, heart-wrenching experience would not 
do the show justice. Take advantage of rush seats (last 
minute, unsold seats normally available from theatres 
rather than TKTS booths in Times Square) for a great sav¬ 
ing - we got $240 tickets for $66 on the day of the perfor¬ 
mance. If you ever cross the pond, go see it! 
Abercrombie & Fitch on the Down Town end of Fifth 
Avenue is a gay man’s paradise. It’s very clear that the 
sales staff are hired for looks, as most of the male staff 
grace the pages of the store’s catalogue. When you enter 
into a transaction it’s very clear that they are trained in 
ensuring you leave A&F blissfully happy. 

Nearby, and right next to Ground Zero, Century 21 is a 
vast warehouse of a superstore where all manner of 
designer clothes, underwear, luggage and fragrances are 
at such low prices, I found myself having to purchase 
another suitcase so I could get my ‘booty’ back to the UK. 
Uptown, Bloomingdales and Tiffany’s are minutes 
apart, which could possibly mean that the credit card con¬ 
tinues to receive a severe battering - but let’s face it, 
sometimes it just has to be done. 

Eating out in New York, all tastes and budgets are catered 
for with an incredible diversity of options - where do you 
begin! Brooklyn Diner for breakfast, brunch and deserts 
or Shelley’s for oysters, fish and surf’n’turf on (104 W 
57th St at 6th Avenue). 

Gay nightlife in Manhattan is now very tailored to specific 
needs following the previous Mayor’s clean up, the effects 
of which are still very noticeable. Long gone are the pimps 
and hustlers of 42nd St and Times Square. With a so 
many venues to choose from, you might start at Splash 
(50 West on 17th St), Stonewall (history was made 
there, 53 Christopher St 113 7th Waverly) and Cosmo 
on (359 W 54th between 8th and 9th Avenue). 

Get a copy of HX at any of these bars, it’s the equivalent 
version of QX in New York and covers the surrounding 
boroughs. Next and Metro, two other free magazines, 
are also very useful for listings, discount coupons and how 
to get the most out of your stay.

HOUSE MUSICMAN 

DAVE CROSS chats to superstar DJ Danny Rampling on the eve of his farewell DJ set... 

ON Saturday 3rd December, at a special one off party at Turnmills, DJ legend Danny Rampling will play his last ever set in London and say good¬ 
bye to a career that has spanned three decades and helped changed the face of modern clubbing. 

In 1987 Danny and his friends Paul Oakenfold, Johnny Walker and Nicky Holloway took a life changing trip to Ibiza where they were captivated 

and inspired by the unique blend of early House tracks and other musical styles, a sound that Danny named ‘Balearic Beats’. On their return to 

London Danny launched the groundbreaking club ‘Shoom’ at a gym in Southwark, which became the focal point of Acid House in the UK and an 
inspiration to a whole generation of DJs, clubbers and promoters. A residency at Kiss FM followed, more club nights, international DJ bookings, 
record production and then his own show on Radio 1. Danny Rampling has a career that most of us can only dream of, so my first question to Mr 
Rampling was obvious; Why is he ending it now? 

“I have other ambitions in life that I want to fulfil and I think it’s much better to leave this incredible part of my life on a high.’’ Danny’s life has 
changed a lot in the past few years. The 24hr party animal that I first met at Trade in 1994 has been mellowed by success and fatherhood and 
now his other great love, food, is being given a chance to shine. “I’ve had the best time DJing, all over the world, but eventually the travelling does 
get to you and now I have a family, I want to throw myself into my new venture, my restaurant project,’’ he adds that he wants it to be in a “relaxed 
place, with some cool music and a great atmosphere." 

We talk about the creative process involved in making music and cooking and in fact when I ask 
him what kind of food he wants to serve, his answer could easily be referring to his DJing style! 

“Interesting, different flavours mixed together, not too heavy and very tasty!" 

In typical Rampling style, his farewell night at Turnmills, called Morning Glory, will be one hell of a 
party. The club will be open from 11pm Saturday night right through to midday Sunday, with 
Danny joined by a host of other DJs including the legend that is Frankie Knuckles. It’s clear how 
important Knuckles is to Danny: “Frankie is such a wonderful person, a beautiful spirit. He has 
been so consistent and so massively influential on the dance scene. Where would House music 
be without him?” 

Where Danny expects Frankie to play a mix of current stuff and vocal classics, what of his own 
marathon 8 hour set on the night? “I really want to cover as much as possible of what I’ve played 
and loved over the past 18 years. Not only the obvious stuff, but a few hidden gems as well, start¬ 
ing light and funky and getting a bit more full-on later.” 

This musical journey is also reflected on ‘Break For Love’ his new compilation forthcoming on 
Defected records. And finally I ask him why Turnmills for his swansong gig? “It had to be there, it’s a truly unique club. A place almost outside of 
time and I have so many wonderful memories of miss-spent Sunday mornings. It just seemed the right place for one last party."

KITSUNE QU’EST CE QUE C’EST? 


What exactly lies behind the mysterious Kitsune label set 
up by two Parisians and renowned (London based) graphic 
designers Abake? An exciting record label with unrivalled 
connections, famous for its thematic compilations, 
ebullient music-labs offering today some of tomorrow’s 
important artists. There are regular one-off projects too as 
well as a clothing range. Gildas Loaec and Masaya Kukori, 

A&Rs and DJs, explain: 

YOU have strong connections with Japan, how come? “The 
Japanese were the first to be interested in what we’re doing. 
Masaya’s working daily with Japan and more than twenty shops are 
now selling our clothes over there. Everybody consumes madly in 
Japan. Shopping is a real hobby for them.’’ 

Loaec is not new to the music world. He used to own a little record shop 
in Paris where he met Daft Punk. They got on well and he ended up run¬ 
ning their labels Roule, Crydamoure and Daft Trax. He’ll only admit to be 
good at advice and jokes but really he’s very much of a right-hand man. “I 
was introduced to Abake, a collective comprising of Patrick, Kajsa, Maki 
and Benjamin, when les Daft were looking for a good art director (they 
did the sleeve for the live album) and fell in love with their work. Slowly 
we got into the idea of creating a brand together (music and more). Oh 
yes, we’re big Ichatters - the chat system for Mac is really helpful to cor¬ 
respond between us on a daily basis... As A&R we are trying to establish 
a quality label with different yet good, eclectic music that can please most 
people. It’s worked so far. In three years we’ve already sold more than 
100,000 records... not bad for a little structure such as ours." 

Kukori, who arrived in France in his early teens, had to learn the lan¬ 
guage with his fists on the school playground. Originally an architec¬ 
ture student, he now designs the clothes. Is there a Kitsune aesthet¬ 
ic that encompasses music, clothes, style? “I think we could call it... 
‘new classic’, something that can work long term. A little traditional 
maybe... but not necessarily too obvious. You need to take the time 
to watch, touch, feel. All our projects have a story to tell...” 

You’ve just been touring with Soulwax/2 Many DJs and were recently in 
London djing at the re-launch of the Family club. What does it feel like to 
be appreciated in all the right circles? “Oh we’ll do anything to be con¬ 
sidered the coolest people in the world. No seriously, we are very 
pleased that people seem to like what we’re doing. Please come visit us 
in our little shop in Paris. You’ll find nice quality products: jeans, polo 
shirts, cashmere sweaters... Our next important release will be the sec¬ 
ond Kitsune Maison compilation early 2006. Apart from that right now 
we’re developing Digitalism, our first proper signature to the label."

ROCK CHIC! 



IS there life without a dick? You bet - 
some fifty percent of the human race are 
female, darlings! And contrary to the rav¬ 
ings of misogynist numb-nuts, ladies can 
indeed rock fiercer than Ozzy Osbourne on 
crack! The perfect case in point? Marianne 
Faithfull, the archetypal marriage of class 
and excess! In late September, on the final 
date of her Before The Poison tour, she 
slaughtered doubting critics wholesale, with 
a killer gig that’s already a bootleg Holy 
Grail! 

But don’t get the wrong idea about Madam. 
Sure, she was born with a silver spoon in her 
mouth, but unlike talent-free tart Paris Hilton, 
Faithfull’s no smug surfer on poor people’s 
misery; she’s earned her credibility by walk¬ 
ing the walk, not just miming the talk! 
Mutating from a shy, fey, spun-sugar folk 
babe in the early 60s, Marianne - via Jagger 
and the Stones - soon moved on to harder 
sounds - and sex. Giving the lie to the 
notion that the privileged are mentally dis¬ 
abled at birth, Marianne resuscitated an 
aristocracy of the spirit worthy of John 
Rochester, the poetic libertine immortalised 
in Johnny Depp’s new movie. 

In a nutshell, it’s a sensibility not only open 
to every extreme, but capable of integrating 
them into a heightened, ever-present sense 
of haute debauchery, something Jagger 
never managed; he was too in love with the 
addictive banality of his tax returns! 
Marianne, meanwhile, developed a near- 
lethal smack habit, and lived homeless in 
the streets of Soho for years, gradually 
accruing the raw grit - and balls - show¬ 
cased in Broken English, her staggering, 
1979 comeback album. 


Making Janis Joplin sound as inoffensive as 
Victoria Beckham’s barely-there, air-brushed 
warblings, Faithfull’s raw wound of a voice 
screeched like a pus-filled hag full of final, 
syphilitic agony. A gripping, if non-stop wal¬ 
low in emotional sewage, the album’s finest 
moment was Heathcote William’s song, 
‘Why’d Ya Do What You Did?’ featuring 
arguably the most hurt lyric in modern pop; 
‘Everytime I see your cock/I see her cunt in 
mah bed!’ 

Well, what else would you expect from the 
great-grandaughter of Leopold Von Sacher- 
Masoch, the man whose name lives on in 
the sexual fetish Masochism! 

Ah, but did Marianne bring pain to any 
members of her recent audience? Only to 
those expecting a lazy trawl through greatest 
hits; it physically hurts lazy, second-rate 
hacks to be forced to change their opinions! 
And forced they were. Openly contemptu¬ 
ous of the anti-cigarette lobby (and what 
idiocy is that - one breath of traffic fumes 
equals 40,000 Marlboro?) Marianne, fag in 
hand, sidled on stage with the top-heavy 
grace of a languid, low-slung Chevy. So far, 
no surprises - good (or even bad) living 
invariably adds inches to calorie-craving, 
post-junkie flesh. But if her waistline’s flirting 
with heavyweight boxer status, Marianne’s 
vocal cords have also thickened, and indis¬ 
putably, stolen the heavyweight, chanteuse 
crown! 

Plumbing depths no tube-train could reach, 
she begins a dark, majestic assault on her 
songbook, with the snapped bark of 
Lennon’s ‘Working Class Hero’ scraping 
like fish-hooks in the inner ear! 

You want mercy? Drop dead! Working her 
band with anti-personnel, military preci¬ 
sion, Marianne shoots hard and fast, taking 
absolutely no prisoners! There’s the thick, 
fake-fur duvet smother of ‘As Time Goes 
By’, now sung as a wistful lament for the 
slow, imperceptible throttling of youthful 
promise, and a simply radioactive ‘Sister 
Morphine’, all shrieking need and imminent 
heart-failure, with none of Mick’s petulant, 
faux-addict titillation. 

The total effect? Like cringing from mortar 
shrapnel in Baghdad - every lull in 
Marianne’s sonic attack sparks a skin-crawl¬ 
ing, expectant rush! For art-fags already 
converted to the Gospel According To 
Madam Mars Bar, no further pleading is 
necessary, but any curious parties - or 
Faithfull virgins (are there such things?) 
should pick up a copy of her ‘Before the 
Poison’ album ASAP. 

Oh, and please, dear innocents, don’t 
believe the hype; the vaginal confectionary 
story was whipped up (ha, ha) by sex- 
starved tabloid jerk-offs anxious to vilify the 
Stones and any young upstarts who dared 
enjoy themselves!
